The proaecutor reported to us the sum 


of $200 paid to him on'a forfeited recog- 
nisance previous to his last settlement 
with thu school commissioner, but in 
consequence of some irregularity, or ap- 
parent Irregularity, in tho proceedings du- 
votopod ntter the report ol the money, 
the party paying it demanded its return, 
nnd Hint he still holds the said eiim of 
$200,1 iwailing; Die decision of the court 
as to who is lugally entitled to tho same. 


In answer to our inquiries as to why 


there were so many "nollics" and dis- 
missals appearing upon the deokot, he 
said lie had found it almost Utterly im- 
possible to gel -witnesses, especially Im- 
portant witnesses into cnurti that in a 
grout majority of etwa the subpcenncs 
for witnesses endorsed upon indictment, 
and those orders during vacation were 
not served till after tho convening of 
court, and then Iho bailiffs fulled to lind 
the important witnesses; as to our In- 
quiry after the long standing of a Jong 
listjof flues, many of them against re- 
sponsible parties nnd others, that could 
probnbly have been made had the order 
«f court been promptly 
executed, ho 


said he hud boon looking after 111* cases 
that came under his own administration; 
that ho had not gone over thu old docket, 
nnd was not aware of tlio existence of 
many of them till since tile commence- 
ment of this Investigation, lie further 
slated Hint he had -work to get flues 
collected, even In tho few cases ho had 
succeeded in gaining with such wit 
nesses as he could command. 
He is of 


the opinion that promptness on the part 
of tho shcrill and his deputies, in sub- 
pivntilns witnesses and executing the 
orders of tin: courts, would socuic to 
tho school fund n very considerable 
amount of money each yunr. In which 
opinion your committee fully concur. 


Your committee found everything 


very satisfactory in connection with the 
crlmlHal docket in tho circuit clerk's 
ofllce, and all moneys shown to have 
gone into his hands properly accounted 
for, nnd huvo u reason to believe that 
this olllcc, in nil ita departments, is as 
well nnd faithfully administered us any 
like otllco to bo found anywhere, 


The complaints of tho prosecutor as 


to tho subpuMining of witnesses, led us 
to tho examination of the clerk's books 
ami tiles, for the purpose of ascertaining 
the date of issuing and service of sub. 
pwnucs in criminal cases. In the uoveral 
cases which wo examined -we found the 
subpa'iiacs for witnesses endorsed on the 
indictments, and hail been issued imme- 
diately upon tho adjournment of court, 
thus giving the sheriff and his assistants

Your committee are led to believe that 


if wilncssoss, subpci'tiaes, and other pa 
pern in criminal cases, were as promptly 
served; ns they arc shown to be issued 
n large nmjoiity of the cases that an 
"nollicd," or finally dismissed from tin 
docket would, instead, be duly tried, 
nnd Iho guilty parties brought to justice 
without delay, nnd Macon county wouh' 
bo largely tho gainor thereby, nnd no 
the least source of gain would be tin 
saving of bailiff's foes paid for hunting 
after witnesses during tho session o: 
tho court that have had plenty of time 
and opportunity to get out of the way 
of officers nnd thus sure their friends nt 
the expense of justice and thu county 
treasury.
